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Urges Maintenance of Rates 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 15.—(?)—‘ 


President Hoover tonight called upon 
the nation to banish fear and pessim- 


ism so that America may ride out of 
the business depression on a_ broad 
highway paved with courage and con- 
fidence. 

Speaking before the Indiana repub- 
lican Editorial Association, he said 
this is “our immediate and paramount 
task as a people.” In addition, he 
saw as the “‘transcendant momentary 
need” a larger «degree of confidence 
among our business agencies,” a con- 
fidence not confined to “mere words.” 

The chief executive vigorously de- 
fended the administration’s policies in 
dealing with the depression, praised 
the efforts of industry and organized 
labor to minimize its unfortunate re- 
sults, and said the “underlying forces 
of recovery are asserting themselves.” 

The things the federal government 
is doing he described as follows: 

“We have assured the country from 
panic and its hurricane of bankruptcy 
by co-ordinated action between the 
treasury, the federal reserve system, 
the banks, the farm loan and farm 
board system, 

“We have steadily urged the main- 
tenance of wages and salaries. ee 

“We have reversed the traditional 
policy in depressions of reducing ex- 
penditures upon construction work. 
We are maintaining a steady expan- 
sion of ultimately needed construction

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work in co-operation with states, mu- 
nicipalities and industries. 

“We have sustained the people in 
21 states who faced dire disaster from 
the drouth. 

“We are giving aid and support to 
farmers in marketing their crops. 

“Through che tariff we are saving 
our farmers and workmen from being 
overwhelmed with goods from foreign 
countries. 

“We are holding down taxation by 
exclusion of every possible govern- 
mental expenditure not absolutely es- 
sential or needed to increase employ- 
ment or assistance to the farmers. 

“We are rigidly excluding immigra- 
tion. 

“We are maintaining and. will 
maintain systematic voluntary organi- 
zation in the community in aid of 
employment and care for distress. 

“We propose to go forward with 
these majof activities and policies.” 

From each previous depression, Mr. 
Hoover snid, the nation has emerged 
with a valuable lesson learned. 

“From this one,” he added, “we 
shall gain stiffening and economic 
discipline, a greater knowledge upon 
which we must build a better safe- 
guarded system. We have come out of 
each previous depression into a pe- 
riod of prosperity greater than ever 
before. We shall do so this time.”

The proposal to remove restrictions 
on water rates was tabled by a 
vote of 20 to 15, and Alderman 
Ben T. Huiet’s measure to raise 
$600,000 annually through levy 
of a 10 per cent amusement tax 
met the same fate, viva voce. 

Immediate start of reconstruction 
of the Broad street viaduct was 
assured as the council voted to 
comply with every stipulation of 
the Fulton county commissioners 
in order to insure early comple- 
tion of the project. The council 
passed a resolution offered by 
Alderman John F. Scott, chairman 
of the bridge committee, which 
Scott said had the approval of 
Walter C. Hendrix, chairman of 
the commission.

The 
Alabama street fire headquarters is 
bottled up with only one avenue of 
egress, and the proposed location 
would solve this problem. 

“The present auditorium armory 
should be large enough to house both 
departments and also permit room for 
recreation and drill grounds in the 
rear of each department. 

“My suggestion would be to dispose 
of these two properties and float a 
small bond -ssue to take care of build- 
ing a suitable auditorium armory 
away from the center of congested 
traffic.”

It was the same White, who later 
cited in a resolution that anti-liquor 
laws are not being enforced in At- 
lanta. and called upon Chief Beavers 
to rigidly enforce them, pledging the 
support of council “in enforcement of 
all laws.” The resolution was passed 
without a dissenting vote, after an 
effort to refer it to the police com- 
mittee failed, when White said “they 
will not do anything about it if it 
goes to them.” 


Committee Backs Police. 


Police committee members fold the 
council every effort the committee 
can make is being made to insure en- 
forcement of all laws, and asked the 
council to “do some resolu@ing as we 
already have done so.”

of eouncil joined, 

White was urged on by a small 
gallery. which applauded his remarks 
that “Key's statements are a reflec- 
tion on every right-thinking person 
in Atlanta, representing 80 per cent 
of the c#tizens, and he owes them an 
apology.” 

Alderman IL. -O0. Moseley, of the 
sixth ward, who has been a member 
of council for about three months, 
made his first speech “in defense of an 
absent man who had the courage to 
speak his convictions.” 

After the vote White asserted he 
would not offer the measure again. 

“Don't worry. I won't present the 
paper again or attempt to bring it 
to the floor again. If this council 
hasn't the backbone to handle the is- 
sue this afternoon, it would not at 
a later date.” 

When the verbal outbursts reached 
fever heat, Councilman Turner 
Loehr, who, with Councilman J. 
Frank Beck, was one of the instiga- 
tors of the move to sustaif Key and 
prevent any council  censureship, 
charged “I can buy liquor within a 
stone’s throw of this city hall. The 
law is not being enforced. I know 
it, Mr. White knows it and everyone 
else who takes the trouble to find 
out, knows. it.”

it believes now that “a number of in- 
fluences for improvement are 
work.” 

Coupling this with the conclusion 
that the “deflation of American foot- 
ball already has begun,” through a de 
cline in gate réceipts and ballyhoo, 
the foundation's latest findings have 
been released in “Bulletin 26.” writ- 
ten by Howard J. Savage. John T. 
MeGovern and Harold W. Bentley. 

The authors used only 58 pages in 
noting the trends and effects since 
they stirred the college athletic world 
in 1929 with the 883-page “Bulletin 
23." but they have extended their 
studies from 130 to 164 schools, col- 
leges and universities.
